ORDINANCE #88-14 

AN ORDINANCE LEVYING A 
TAX ON THE GROSS REV- 
ENUES OF PUBLIC UTILITIES 
AND CABLE TELEVISION 

BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council of Heber City, Utah: 

: TAX LEVIED: 
There is hereby levied a 5% tax on 
all companies or businesses 
supplying natural gas as a public 
utility and upon every person or 
company engaged in supplying Ca- 
ble TV of the gross revenues de- 
rived from the sale and use of the 
services of such utilities with this 
municipality. 

SECTION II: The term gross 
revenues means the revenue derived 
from the sale and use of public 
ptility cerviceae within thie mnnn? 


SECTION IV: REPORTS AND 
PAYMENTS OF UTILITY TAX: 
Within 45 days after the close of 
each quarter in a calendar year the 
public utilities taxed pursuant to 
this ordinance, shall be filed with 
the treasurer of this municipality a 
report of its gross revenue derived 
‘from the sale and use of public 
‘utility services in the municipality, 
together with a computation of the 
tax levied against the utility. The 
utility shall pay to the treasurer of 
the municipality the amount of the 
tax at the same time the report is 
filed. 

All cable television companies or 
businesses serving this municipal- 
ity shall pay to the city treasurer in 
semi-annual installments within 30 
days after June 30th and December 
31st of each year, a sum equal to 
five percent of that portion of the 
annual gross receipts as defined in 
Section III of this ordinance. 


SECTION V: CONFLICT: All 
ordinances or portions thercof, 
regulations and parts thereof which 
are in conflict with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, to the extent of 
such conflict are hereby repealed. 

SECTION VI: EFFECTIVE 
DATE: This ordinance shall take 
effect on the first day of the month 
which falls 30 or more days from 
the passage and publication of this 
ordinance.
